came over to sort it out and grabbed me 
by the shirt and gave me a bit of a jab, 
but that’s water under the bridge and 
it’s something we look back and laugh 
at now.

DD: Describe pre season at Knights 
Stadium on both a team level and a 
personal level. 


AV: It’s been pretty good as I’ve got over 
my hamstring injury | had last year.

Riding on the back of an 
unusual air of stability, the 
Knights are now entering 
the new era in Australian 
soccer with renewed 
enthusiasm. 


And with the promise of a brighter and more 
lucrative future assured for the competing 
clubs ina revamped and commercial television 
attractive environment (with Channel Seven's 
decision to offer more coverage to soccer 
following their loss of AFL TV rights), for the 
Mighty Reds, it will be a case of just ‘riding out 
the storm! before finally counting the riches, 
some years down the track, 


Over the last season, there has been a lot of 
negative talk concerning the Melbourne 
Knights. Soccer Australia’s much publicised 
re-structuring process had all the media 
‘ranting’ on how the Knights {and indeed 
United as well) were the most likely club to 
face the chop, 


lronically though, when the rankings were 
released, the Knights in 5th spot were 
considered to be one of the most financial of 
NSL clubs around, Thanks fargely to the 


aenssnsettttring, 


Knights’ substantial asset base - they own 
their own social club and stadium in Sunshine, 


Then there was even more sinister comments 
being made that the Knights faced expulsion 
following a series of crowd disturbances last 
season involving a small group of hooligans 
calling themselves Knights fans. 


Thankfully, the Knights survived both attacks 
(external forces - Soccer Australia and the 
mainstream media - as well as internal - 
hooligans) on the club's very existence, It 
reminds us of one of the most famous banners 
ever paraded by the fans of Steve Horvat's 
former European club, Croatian giants Hajduk 
Split - “Hajduk tives forever". 


Well, so too do the Knights. And 
no matter who departs the 

playing staff (in the off 

season, the Club lost Lou 
Aceyski and Adrian Cervinski 
to Northern Spirit and Ljubo 
Lapsansky to Parramatta 
Power), each new season sees 
i, the Mighty Reds in the same 
position as the often spoken 
about phoenix rising out of 
the ashes. 


Very few clubs could ever 
entertain the dream of 
prospering on the field if they 
had to contend with literally losing 
three virtual full strength teams over a space of 
a decade, Yet that's what has happened to the 
Knights for various reasons, and yet they still 
figure prominently in the actual competition, 


Last year, for example, no one tipped the Reds 
to finish in the Finals let alone in the Top Four. 
But against all odds, the gritty, tenacious and 
determined ‘working-class’ heroes from 
Melbourne's unfashionable West proved 
everyone wrong, Including their own 
demanding supporters. 


This year, they are set to do the same. The 
Knights appear to be most powerful in 
defence. With the loss of Acevski offset by the 
return to form of Martin John, the keeper's 
position looks safe yet again. And with a back 
three of Rody Vargas, Socceroo Steve Horvat 
and Saso Ognanovski, not too many teams are 
going to go on a goal scoring rampage against 
the Mighty Reds. 


It's across midfield that the Knights will 
unexpectedly dominate. Although not 
comprising of any flamboyant stars, instead 
just a bunch of hard-working and at times 
under-rated youngsters, the midfield will be 
led by captain-coach Andrew Marth. Add 
Young Socceroo Daniel Vasilevski, who will be 
playing in a more central midfield role, reliable 
Alex Kiratzoglou and nippy Andy Vargas who 
was looking extremely sharp in pre-season 
friendlies, and you have the makings of a fine 
engine room. 


But the player most Knights fans will be 
following closely this season will be livewire 
utility, Ivan Jolic. Jolic, who turned down a 
lucrative contract from the Auckland Kingz in 
the close season to remain at Somers 


St, on Sunday paid tribute to the gruelling and 
physically strenuous pre-season the players 
have had to endure under Marth and Assistant 
Coach, Lucian Trani. 


“For the first time in 5 years, | have had the 
pleasure of completing every single pre- 
season training session and | can honestly say 
| feel fitter, sharper and hungrier than | have 
ever felt in my soccer career so far,” the 
articulate Jolic told reporters at the post-match 
press conference following the Knights’ win 
over South Melbourne in the pre-season Blue 
Ribbon Cup a fortnight ago, 


Despite reports in the local media that the 
recruiting mission to sign Indonesia's captain 
and best player, 27 year old playmaker Bima 
Sakti has fallen through, a Club Official at the 
game fast Sunday week was more than 
confident that the deal would go through. 


The individual, who shall remain anonymous, 
expects that the player, “who is 20 to 30 per 
cent better than Ljubo (Lapsansky) and could 
be the difference between us finishing in the 
top six or not" will join the Knights in mid-to- 
late October, once his club commitments in 
Indonesia are completed. 


Another player keen to prove himself, and it 
will be his last chance to do so before 
following in Banini's and Nastevski's 
footsteps, will be forgotten midfielder Zoltan 
Zold. 


Up front, the departure of Adrian Cervinski wilt 
be sorely missed. Last season Cervinski 
provided the side with a target. His sheer 


presence enabled his fellow strikers in Joel 
Porter and Toto Da Costa to feed off him and 
score plenty of goals between them. 


How will Porter and Da Costa go this season 
without a burly 


Cervinski-type striker who is capable of using 
his body and holding the ball up? One thing's 
for sure.... youngsters Anthony Pelikan and 
new recruit 17-year-old Daniel Debeve will 
need to step up a notch, As will last season's 
rookie, Xhesair Sulemani. 


The signing of former Carlton star Joe Tricarico 
late last week could prove interesting. If 
Tricarico remains injury-free, with his pace and 
silky skills, he could provide that diversion up 
front that Porter and Da Costa might need 
against more physically imposing defenders. 


In the end, Porter will be the key, With a year 
under his belt at NSL level, the tenacious 
striker will this season step up a gear and 
could well prove to be the big hit of season 
2001/02. 


Watch out for the exciting array of rookies 
down at Knights Stadium this season, 
Towering defender Daniel Piorkowski, 
midfielders Daniel Rocco and Boris Ovcin (who 
was particularly impressive against Souths in 
the Blue Ribbon Cup) and striker Debeve could 
all provide long-suffering Knights fans with 
plenty to cheer about this season. 


But with all young, developing squads - 
patience will be the key. If the deal with the 
Indonesian playmaker goes through, expect 
some awesome on-field performances from 
the Knights. 


Watch out for exciting news concerning 
arguably the biggest guest player ever to grace 
these shores - which will also make a dramatic 
impact down at Knights Stadium.

The Victorian Soccer Federation said in a 
etter to the two National Soccer League 
clubs, dated Sept 10th, that a vote of VPL 
clubs had knocked back the idea. 


he U21 competition essentially shadows 
the VPL, with games played as curtain 
taisers to VPL games.

Debevc is very sharp around the box and he, along with 
Xhezair Sulemani, will make regular second half 
appearances to add some zest to the attack as opposing 
defences tire. 


Another keeper who’s been added to the squad, although 
technically he’s not a new signing, as he’s been on the 
Knights’ books for some time. He’s spent the past two 
seasons at the Australian Institute of Sport and he'll gain 
valuable experience off both John and McGrath. 
Hrehoresin’s one and only NSL match was in front of 17,000 
fans away to Perth Glory when he was called in as a late 
replacement for John, who received food poisoning the day 
of the game.

He is none other than our very own 
livewire utility, Ivan Jolic, Jolic, who 
turned down a lucrative contract from 
the Auckland Kingz in the close season 
to remain at Somers St, on Sunday paid 
tribute to the gruelling and physically 
strenuous pre-season the players have 
had to endure under Marth and 
Assistant Coach, Lucian Trani.

season Blue Ribbon Cup a fortnight ago. 


"On a personal level it’s been the best 
pre-season I’ve done in five years. I’ve 
completed every session and the 
Vietnam tour helped out immensely, it 
was two weeks where we were full time 
in pretty tough conditions, so it was 
good." explained Jolic. 


Jolic, regarded as one of the players ‘you 
most want to have in the dressing-room' 
(we certainly hope the real reason is 
because of his ability to lift team morale 
amongst his colleagues!!!), says from a 
club's point of view all the boys are 
happy. 


“Pre season was very strenuous without 
being laborious, so it was nice and 
structured. It was always interesting 
most of it was with the ball and nothing 
was ever too long, it was short and sharp 
and we did the job and it’s paying off," 
the articulate Knights, affectionately 
known as ‘Jolly’ said.

He’s going to be tough to replace,” 
admitted Jolic. 


“But having said that, Toto’s here for his 
second season and he’ll improve. 
Porter’s going into his second season at 
the Knights, and there’s a couple of new 
boys like Daniel Debevce and Joe 
Tricarico, who could be the smokey’s. 
So allin all | don’t think we're any worse 
than we were last year.” 


According to Jolic, the Knights’ depth 
will be tested on occasions. "But in 
saying that, | don’t think the other 
teams have got any better anyway. I'd 
be disappointed if we didn’t make the 
top six, and once you’re there you don’t 
know what can happen, as people 
witnessed last year against Perth 
Glory," Jolic predicted with a certain air 
of confidence. 


He believes this season he will be 
playing more on the right flank. “I 
haven’t had any formal, personal 
discussions with any of the coaching 
staff, but 1 suppose I’m considered a bit 
of a utility,” said Jolic.

After months of waiting and Soccer
